Answer.—There would seem to be 
little difficulty in proving that this 
view is not correct. 
If this were the 
intention of tile account there would 
be something to indicate it here or in 
some other part of the Bible. There is 
nothing of the kind, and, in fact, Rll 
the statements of the Scriptures are to 
the contrary. 
Instead of Adam being 
spiritual “the first man was of the 
earth” (I Corinthians 15:47). It is the 
body tlint determines the nature and 
as he had a human body he was a 
human being. 
It was not a spark of 
divinity that animated him, but exactly 
the same spirit of life that is common 
to all earthly creatures (Redes tastes 
3:19). 
It is true Adam was created ^iu 
tile image of God, but that in no sense 
implies that be was a part of God or 
of the same nature with Him, but 
rather indicates to the contrary. When 
we produce an image it is of different 
material from the thing we wish to 
represent. Rather than spend our time 
disproving all the fanciful theories that 
could be suggested by men of varied 
immaginations, we would better devote 
our ability to the learning of the exact 
teachings of the Word of God. 
Adam 
was a man having the mental and 
moral likeness of his Creator, capable 
of reasoning and a ruler iii his domin­ 
ion as God is in His. Thus God made 
man iii His own image, that after His 
likeness lie might have dominion over 
the beast of the field (Genesis 1:26). 
Tile first chapter of Genesis gives a 
general outline of the entire creative 
work; the second and third give the 
details of Adam’s era*tip* anti fall.
